London, Feb . 29 .—Unless the total­ 
ly unexpected and apparently impos­ 
sib le happens within the next tvventy- 
^four houre the threatened general coal 
strike will b e declared officially to­ 
morrow and, as the London Times ex­ 
presses it, "England will b e facing 
the greatest crisis since the days of 
the Spanish armada.” 
At this time there seems little hope 
for peace. 
Already 130,000 men are 
on strike and b y tomorrow night over 
a million will have ceased work: The 
unexpected and apparently impossi­ 
b le that must happen to prevent the 
national strike is that the miners rep­ 
resentatives shall accept the govern­ 
ment proposals, recognizing the prin­ 
ciple of a minimum wage and that the 
adjustment of wages shall b e made in 
the various districts b y joint commis­ 
sions composed of miners, owners and 
government representatives.

The hopelessness of the 
situation 
lies in the fact that the miners’ rep­ 
resentatives 
have 
already 
rejected 
these proposals, although 60 per cent, 
of the owners agreed to them. 
The foregoing was the situation as 
It existed alter eleven conferences b e­ 
tween the men and the owners and 
government mediators. "Later Premier 
Asquith had a long conference witn 
the king. 
Although all the mines in 
Great 
Tlritain will b e idle tomorrow, one 
gleam of hope ig that b oth sides Have 
promised to meet again 
today 
and 
afterward to hold themselves in readi- 
taess to meet the prime minister. 
Army Is Mobilize d. 
So far there have b een no disturb ­ 
ances and leaders everywhere, from 
Somerset to Fife, have issued strict 
orders against rioting, b ut an army 
is already mob ilized at points where 
troub le is most likely to occur, while 
Scotland Yard is taking every precau­ 
tion to see that b usines is not inter­ 
fered with in London. 
The inevitab le 
paralysis of industry is already mak­ 
ing itself felt, many concerns having 
given notice that they cannot keep 
open long after the strike is on.

near Grand Detour yesterday, 
tin. 
Hon. V. H. Bovey delivered th<* fol 
lowing speech: 
One hundred years ago today 
In 
the quaint old colonial town of Pom 
fret, In the 
state 
of Vermont, 
daughter was 
b orn to Henry 
and 
Mary Hayden. They named her Se 
repta and there near the home of the 
Green Mountain b oys, she grew 
to 
young womanhood. We are with her 
today and know her and love her as 
Grandma Palmer. 
Henry Hayden was a soldier 
in 
the war of 1 s 12 and gave his life for 
his country, leaving a widow and ten 
children, of whom Grandma is 
the 
youngest. She, therefore, was left 
without that strong, protecting care 
of a father and b eing the youngest of 
a family of ten children left with 
widowed mother, she, could not 
re­ 
ceive that attention 
she otherwise 
would have received and hence slit 
knows b ut little ab out the love and 
agection of a mother. 
In 1833 at Pomfret, she was unit­ 
ed in marriage wjth ‘Irvin Palmer, a 
son of one of the leading families ot 
New England. In 1839 they 
came 
overland with great difficulty and in 
which they encountered many diffi­ 
culties and harrowing 
experiences, 
to Illinois and settled at Grand 
De­ 
tour, then one of the 
most thrifty 
towns in the west. 
^ 
Here they residel for two year*- 
andthen came to Oak Ridge and en­ 
tered this homestead, where Hie has 
continued to reside for 71 years with 
out any change of location. 
Grandma’s long life at this home 
was made happy and pleasant b y her 
remarkab le husb and, who departed 
this life here at the old homestead, 
ten years ago this spring at the ad 
vaneed age of 9 3 years. Grandfather 
Palmer was a model citizen who lov 
ed his family and home. His word 
was as good as his note and his note 
was good as his country’s b ond, 
lit 
did much 
thinking, 
and carefully 
considered everything that came b e­ 
fore him for solution. He unravelled 
without cutting 
through for 
new 
b earings. Moreover, he was a 
man 
who was never led b y sham reform 
Such* was the companion Grandma 
had in the long journey of life. These 
pioneers reared a family 
of seven 
children, five sons and two 
daugh­ 
ters, of whom Mrs. Ellen Price is a 
resident of Salina, Kas.; Lucien re­ 
sides at Kansas City, Mo.; Mrs. John 
H. Mumma resides at Grand Detour; 
Frank and Ruel 
have their 
resi­ 
dences here at the old home, 
and 
George and Irvin, deceased. 


When reb ellion b roke out in our 
country and the Civil War was on in 
this patriotic family were three sons 
and a son-in-law who packed their 
knapsacks and left this Oak Ridge 
home and went southward to fight 
their country’s b attles; three of them 
returned. Inin , namesake of 
his 
father, was slain and today he sleep:- 
in an unmarked grave on the ab ttle- 
field of Bcntonville 
Thus was the b lood of Grandma’s 
kinsmen sacrificed 
in two terrib le 
wars, a father for the protection and 
a son for the preservation of the re­ 
pub lic. It is fitting that 
1 should men 
tion that many years ago Grandma’« 
niece, Emma Ab b ott, resided here at 
Oak Ridge, and when a b arefoot lass 
played in Grandma's dooryard. Em-

old. 
If a cavity can be found when 
first starting, it can ho filled w ith j 
little exp ense, and no p ain. 
One thing that should not be for- j 
gotten Is that the re is a regular tim e j 
w hen each baby tooth should be lost I 
These children w ho lose their baby j 
•cetli too soon through decay do not 
j 
have, ns a rule, as healthy p e rm anent ■ 
teeth as those children who have had 
j 
their baby teeth a tte nd ed to. 
W ha t Is . 
etill worse, the early loss of tho bab) 
teeth Is ap t to cause the second teeth 
to come down in the m outh ITr^au 
iarly, and often a disfigurem ent for 
life is the result of this early neglect. 
By the filling of the baby teeth, the 
child Is also assisted in the m a stic a­ 
tion of its food. 
A decayed tooth Is 
sensitive to bite on, and the child in­ 
stinctively will avoid chew ing on it. 
T he result is, If there is m uch decay, 
tha t the child will bolt Its food w ith­ 
out chewing, and thus form a d e tri­ 
m ental habit which m ay last through 
life. 
A nother thing to re m e m b e r is tha t 
if there are decayed p laces In tho 
teeth w here food m ay lodge for any 
length of time, such decom p osed m a t­ 
ter becom es germ -laden and in m any 
cases invites disease. 
No w onder that the child, thus ne ­ 
glected, often disp lays a p eevish, ir­ 
ritable disp osition, accom p anied by r 
lack of vitality and a tendency tow ard 
disease. 
At about the age of six tho child 
j will cut its first p erm ane nt teeth, and 
these teeth sh« jul« i la* w atched for and 
carefully exam ined from tim e to time, 
to p revent decay. 
T hese teeth are 
called the first p e rm anent m olars, and 
ap p ear im m ediately behind the te m ­ 
p orary teeth. 
M ost p arents consider 
these teeth as baby teeth, and allow 
them to decay. Th« « y do not k now that 
these are som e of the m ost im p ortant 
teeth we have. T his tooth often sta rts 
to decay soon afte r It comes in, but 
if filled while the cavity is sm all, it 
p roves a very d urab le and useful tooth
